It was therefore resolved by the 


toard that such opposition to legisla- 
tion should be open and public, so 
as to place it above criticism, and that 
regular vouchers and receipts should 
be issued for such payments, setting 
forth in detuil the services rendered.

affected Suffolk county.

The witness said he 
had not sufficient information to clear 
this point, but when asked if it wasn't 
because James H. Hyde had a resi- 
do-nee there, replied he thought it 
was.
